Claims 15-16 and 18-28 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art neither teaches nor suggests a hydrogen operated power system 
having an abnormality detecting portion that counts an inclusive number of detected 
abnormalities regardless of type from a plurality of locations. Wherein said count is 
compared to a predetermined number to determine whether an abnormality has 
occurred.
